The Meat Situation. 


•In view of the high prices of meat that prevail in this coun- 


try the.contention that this is due to the fact that the popula- 
.tion is increasing much faster than J^e production of meal and 
that consequently the condition is|iitnbiit;ibie to the law of 
supply and demand, the statement recently made by one of the 
Chicago packers is of interest. 
It is that there are now m the 


ports of Great Britain $10,000,000 worth of American meals 
that have been shipped in the last five months to Scandinavian 
countries, but which fetched up in British ports, from which 
the shippers have thus far been unable to move it. 
1 he packer 


'states that an attorney has been in London for several mourns 
trying to secure the release of the meat, but has thus far been 
unsuccessful "despite the most energetic and influential repre- 
sentations to the London government." 


Popular interest in this matter will not be confined to the 


fact that millions of dollars worth of American beef has failed 
to reach its-destination, but will center on the fact that m spite 
of the prices that prevail in this country and the continued as- 
sertion that the supply does iiot.kqep pace with the-demand, 
we are still shipping meat in large quantjtics to the Old World, 
where men are supposed to be working for "pauper wages 
and entirely unable to approach the boasted "American stan- 
dard of living." 


It is a situation that has existed for years, and apparently it 


is to continue. The people of the country that produces more 
meal than any other in llie world are paying Ihe highest prices 
and being told that this is because the demand exceeds the sup- 
ply, while across Ihe Atlantic goes ship load afler ship load to 
countries where wages.are low and the great majority of the 
people poor. And here at home there is talk about enacting 
laws to compel farmers lo raise their calves, and in'every pos- 
sible way to encourage a greater'production of meat. 


It looks very much as if the markets of the Old World were 


used by the American packers as a safely valve for the regula- 
tion of prices. The American price must be kept at a certain 
point, and when there is a production that threatens to lower 
it, away goes the surplus.to Europe and American consumers 
continue lo settle at the old rates. 
It is a question whether 


anything can be done about it, but it is well to understand the 
facts and slop the silly prattle about remedying the situation 
by compelling the farmers lo raise more calves. 


i Jacob M: Dickinson, who served as secretary of war under 
president Taft, says he regards the possibilities of the destruc- 
tion of American lives on Ihe Lusilania as even more momen- 
tous-to the nation than those involved in the Civil war. This 
is nonsense. The sinking of the Lusitania is a very serious 
matter, but to compare it in importance to the Civil war is to 
manifest hysteria in its most aggravated form.
